| NEW DRUG FROM TOAD POISON 


Johns Hopkins Professor Discovers 
Heart Stimulant, Naming it Bufogin. 


Speciel to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Md., May 30.—Poison 
from the tropical toad has been declared 
by Dr. John Abel of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versitv and Dr. David Macht, a powerful 
stimulant to heart action. They have 
made the discovery by experimenting, 
and they call the new drug bufogin. In 
a statement of the discovery the doctors 
| Say: 

“The marked action of bufogin on the 
heart, its constrictive action, and its pow- 








lerful stimulative action on the cardio- 


inhibitory centre compel us to class this 
drug with the most effective of the digi- 
talis series. The fluid is obtained from 
|'the gland behind the ear of the bufo 
agua, the largest of tropical toads found 
in South America,”’ 

The Hopkins scientists experimented on 
bullfrogs from Montego Bay, Jamaica. 
The doctors have milked aS many as 
sixty toads at a time, using curved for- 
ceps te which attached a bowl to 
catch the venom. The aboriginal tribes 
'of South America used the venom from 
ithe bufo agua poison their arrow 
‘tips. So far the tests or experiments 
‘have been confined to animals, with sat- 
isfactory results. 

From the earliest times the toad has 
been regarded as a venomous animal and 
the Chinese have long used a prepara- 
tion from toad skin which they 
call senso. This senso is similar to dig- 
talis, which is a powder or tincture 
'made from the leaves of the fox glove. 
| Senso, however, from fifty to one 
;hundred times more powerful than dig- 
i italis,

Frenchman Using American De- 
signed Aeroplane Takes the 





Lead from Beaumont. 


LATTER STALLED AT ALASSIO 








Frey Reaches Genoa—Weyman, the 
American, Gives Up the Contest— 
Itallans Give Garros an Ovation. 





GENOA, May 30.—Roland Garros, the 
French aviator, is now leading in the 
Sreat Paris-Rome-T'urin race for prizes 
aggregating $100,000. He reached Pisa 
this evening and will remain there until 
dawn, when he starts for Rome. 

Garros’s successful rival in the first 
Stage of the contest, André Beaumont, 
who beat him to Nice, met with a series 
of misfortunes to-day and is stalled at 
Alassio, about midway between Nice and 
Genoa. 

Frey, the German representative, has 
got as far as Genoa, reaching this city 
shortly after 6 o'clock this evening. 

From Nice to Genoa Garros was saluted 
all along the coast by soldiers’ bugles, | 
cannon shots, and cheers from. the| 
crowds. When he arrived here the en- 
thusiasm was almost indescribable. All| 
manner of craft flung out their flags and | 
bunting. The whistles of steamers joined | 
in the chorus of cheers. Thousands of | 
persons surrounded Garros and his aero- | 
plane. The French and Italian flags| 
and later. :he flowers with which the 
spectators decorated the machine were 
torn off to be kept as mementos of a 
splendid flight. Eventually troops were 
obliged to :ntervene to protect the air-| 
man. 

The departure of Garros for Pisa was 
the signal for fresh demonstrations, and 
the air rang with cries of ‘‘ Viva Gar- 
ros:”’ “Viva Francia!" Arrving at Pisa, 
Garros landed on the estate of the King, 
the Cascine di San Rossore. Practically 
all the inhabitants of Pisa, Leghorn, and |

and Garros was almost suffocated by the 
enthusiastic people, who swept down upon 
him like an avalanche, bore him to earth, 
and finally carried him on their shoulders 
in triumph, while women covered him with 
flowers. 

Garros, though a Frenchman, Is entered 
in the present 1,300-mile event under 
the Mcissant American management and 
uses an American-designed machine.

spirits. Baaumont, however, was greatly 
disappointed when he found the oll con- 
ductcr of his machine clogged and had to 
return the monoplane to its sned. 

In the meantime Garros had jumped to 
his seat, started the propeller, and was 
sneeding with his machine toward Cape 
Ferret. He passed over the rea, hugging 
the corst until he disappeared from view 
in the haze. 

Arriving from Avignon, the German alir- 
man Frey immediately cleaned his motor. 
and this afternoon followed on the heels 
of Garros. 


TO HELP AT CORONATION.

LONDON, May 30.—The official regula- 
tlons to govern the coronation are being 
gradually concluded.

Yes- 
terday the police succeeded in identifying 
the body as that of Lillian Scheib, wife 
of Henry A. Scheib, a chauffeur, and 
after questioning Scheib closely and hear- 
ing many contradictory and some false 
statements they are detaining him as a 
suspicious person. 

The police are working on suspicion that 
the woman was murdered. A suspicious 
circumstance surrounding the finding of 
the body was that, although it was in the 
bathtub, there was no evidence that the 
woman had died in trying to take a bath. 
A man’s shirt had been drawn over her 
head, and a gingham apron and a bath 
towel had been tied about her body. The 
shirt’s size was 144%. It bore the laundry 
mark ‘‘ 73-14-T. B.,”’ and this same laundry 
mark was found upon men’s No. 15 col- 
lars found in the flat, and upon other No. 
15 men’s collars found in Scheib’s room in 
Amsterdam Avenue. 

A pair of woman’s bath slippers were 
found beside the stove in the kitchen. No 
supply of women’s clthes was fund in the 
apartment such as a woman would nor- 
mally be expected to have in her home, 
although a few bits of lingerie weré found 
in a traveling case. 

The peculiar actions of and contradic- 
tory stories told by the husband served to 
arouse still further the suspicions of the 
police. 

Coroner Hellenstein and Coroner’s Phy- 
sician Lehane found nearly all the vital 
organs in such a state that it would be 
practically impossible to determine 
whether death was due to drowning, pol- 
son, asphyxiation, or a blow. An early 
report spread soon after the body was 
discovered that powerful chemicals had 
been mixed with the water in the bathtub 
to destroy evidence of crime was ridi- 
culed both by the police and the Coroner's 
Physician, although samples of the wa- 
ter have been sent to Prof. Larkin of 
Columbia University for analysis, along 
with such parts of the woman's lungs and 
stomach as remained. 

All the police could find out from Daniel 
Smith, caretaker of the tenement, and 
Edward McCurley, the Superintendent, 
was that on Sept. 9 last Scheib and the 
dead woman applied for a four-room 
apartment. The tenement is one of those 
owned by the City and Suburban Homes 
Company. The couple rented Apartment 
23, which Is on the ground floor, for $4 
a week. 

One of the rules of the tenement is that 
tenants must furnish suitable references. 
As such reference Scheib wrote out on the 
blank provided that he was married to 
Lillian Scheib, that he was an American, 
and that he had just come from 247 West 
Forty-eighth Street. 

The officials in charge of the tenement 


concluded yesterday that they must have 
liked the looks of the couple a great 
deal, as they did not think to look this 
reference up. The Scheibs moved in on 
Sept. 10. 

They paid their rent regularly. and the 
other tenants grew to know and to like 
them. Twice the Superintendent was 
called in to repair the heating apparatus. 
He said he always knew them as a lov- 
ing couple, and goften saw them strolling 
in the vicinity of the new § Jefferson 
Park, which is being blasted down from 
a huge boulder along the East River 
front. 

In December—according to the memory 
of Supt. McCurley, and perhaps a little 
later, according to Caretaker Smith—Mrs. 
Scheib suddenly dropped out of sight. 
Scheib gave it out that they had had a 
falling out and that she had gone to 
Cleveland to visit her family and would 
be back in a few weeks. Shortly there- 
after, he said, he was finding it too lone- 
some without her, and would take a room 
somewhere else, but would like to keep 
the apartment, so as to have it ready for 
her upon her return. 


Still Paid the Rent. 


Scheib also dropped out of sight. Yet 
he sent the rent money every week until 
May 19, when he failed to make the usual 
remittance. Then the caretaker con- 
cluded that he had given up the place 
permanently. For four months the Su- 
perintendent had received complaints from 
the apartment above that of the Scheibs 


about a disagreeable odor, and he haa 
searched in vain for the cause of it. 

On Monday last Dan Smith entered the 
apartment and looked around. The bath- 
room door was closed, there was a deep 
coating of dust over everything, but the 
rooms were in order. Upon returning to 
the office the woman bookkeeper sug- 


gested that she look the place over with 


him, and the two went back together. The 
woman opened the bathroom door and ran 
out screaming. Smith merely glanced in 
and telephoned for the police. 

Supt. McCurley examined the premises 
carefully. He said yesterday that from 
all appearances the woman had died while 
bathing. His first conclusion was that it 
was the body of Scheib himself, and that 
was also the conclusion of Detective 
Scully, who was the first policeman to 
arrive. 

Late money night Detectives Ownes, 
McMahon, Holmes, and McGee from Sec- 
ond Deputy Dougherty’s new squad were 
assigned to the case. Early yesterday 
morning they took Harry A. &cheib into 
custody as he drove into the automobile 

arage of Cimiotti Brothers, at 112th 
Street and Broadway, in an autcomobile 
owned by George Wyeth, a capitalist in- 
terested in accounting machines, who 
lives at 2,881 Broadway. 

Scheib at first denied his identity, de- 
claring that his name was Smith and 
that he knew nothing of the East Seven- 
ty-eighth Street place. He said also, ac- 
cording to the police, that he knew noth- 
ing whatever of any young women. They 
searched his pockets and produced a let- 
ter signed ‘‘May.’’ This confused him 
slightly, and he admitted that he was 
Scheib and had lived in East Seventy- 
eighth Street, but that his wife had left 
him after a quarrel and had not come 
back to him. 


Said He Revisited Apartment. 


He declared also that he nad paid the 
rent personally, while he kept away from 
the apartment, and had visited it on 
April 15 to get a coat which he had left 
there on departing in February. The last 


time he had seen his wife, he said, was 
on Penryary 2, when she called up a girl 
named Craham in an apartment house

IMMENSE OUTING TRAFFIC. 


All New York Seemed to Strive Yes- 
terday to Get Into the Suburbs. 


Such skies as blessed the countless ex- 
cursion parties vesterday may not have 
been the best possible in the light of an 
impending water famine, but they were 
perfect for holiday purposes. Although 
it seemed as though plenty of people had 
stayed in town to see the parade and to 
keep New York moving. a glance at the 
piers and railroad stations would have 
convinced one that almost everybody was 
bent on getting outside Manhattan. 

Shortly after breakfast time the Coney 
Island boat had about all they could 
carry, and a heavy business was done 
by the lines running to Glen Island, Long 
Branch, Sea Gate and Atlantic High- 
lands. Special trips up the Hudson had 











the re-establishment of a Rapid Transit 
Commission appointed by the municipal 
authorities. He has expressed the opin- 
ion that public officials should determine 
the routes of new subways without con- 
sulting the companies that would pre- 
sumably operate them, and that thereby 
the delays caused by the present sys- 
tem would be largely avoided. 

The absence of criticlsm from Mr. Car- 
lisle’s report has aroused interest, because 
it was generally assumed that he had 
been sent to provide the Governor with 
an excuse for radical recommendations 
with regard to the present commissions. 
In his first message to the Legislature 
the Governor called attention to the in- 
crease in the expenditure of the local 
commission and then declared that be- 
fore long he would have recommenda- 
tions to make with regard to both bodies, 
Mr. Carlisle was at one time Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the State 
Democratic Committee. He was appointed 
to the Public Service Commission of the 
Second District by Gov. Hughes to fill 
oul an unexpired term and was replaced 
last Winter by W. A. Huppuch, former 
partner of Gov. Dix. 

No Critics Appeared. 

Mr. Carlisle begins his report by point- 
ing out that he publicly invited all per- 
s0ns having any grievance against the 
Public Service Commission in this city to 
appear at a hearing in the Engineering 
Societies Building on April 4. No one re- 
sponded.— Then he entered on a personal 
examination of the commission, examin- 
ing employes under oath and conferring 
with practically all the operating officials 
of the Public Service Corporations of the 
city and all persons or associations who 
wrote to nim. He was assisted by two 
expert accountants from the Controller's 
office and by W. P. Coleman, an exper 
accountant in the employ of the Public 


Service Commission of the Second Dis- 
trict. 


In particular he speaks of the grade- 
crossing provisions, saying: 


The grade crossing provisicns of the rafl- 
road law particularly require amendment. 
There can never be any comprehensive elim- 
inations of the present grade crossings in the 
City of New York under the present statute, 
as nothing can be done until the State ap- 
propriates one-quarter of the expense of 
elimination, and no order can be made elim- 
inating a crossing until the money ifs act- 
ually appropriated. The appropriations for 
the City of New York have been very 
small, and have not permitted a comprehen- 
Bive plan to be laid ovt. There should be 
placed in the general law provisions some- 
what similar to the special grade crossing 
acts heretofore passed affecting New York, 
Buffalo, and other cities, whereby the city 
officials and the railroads can adopt a com- 
prehensive plan covering a number of years 
and&then proceed to work out the details. 
Mr Carlisle says that to-day it is 

generally recognized that public super- 
vision has come to stay. At first the 
work of the New York commissidn was 
experimental, and created some friction, 
especially as to how far the Commission- 
ers should make orders affecting man- 
agement and operation. This friction, he 
thinks, has greatly decreased, operating 
officials and tke commission having 
come to understand each other. He says: 

The great trouble is that the people of the 
City of New York have expected too much 
from the commission. No body of men, no 
matter how powerful, nor how numerous, 
can ever solve all the problems relating to 
the methods and operations of public service 
corporations in the City of New York. 
There will always be complaints, just and. 
unjust, filed against the companies under 
their supervision, upon which the commis- 
sion must act, and those wunsuccessfu] in 
securing the objects they desire will always 
feel aggrieved. 


Considers Our Subway Problem. 


Mr. Carlisle devotes a good deal of 
space to the transit problem in this 
city and considers the criticisms over the 
delay in determining new subway routes 
in the light of history. He points out 


that one new building now being erected 
on Broadway will house enough people 
to block the Subway for more than half 
an hour if they all attempted vx. travel 
simultaneously, and that this is only one 
of a large number of skyscrapers now 
under construction. He goes on: 

During the rush hours of the day there 
are no words that can fittingly describe 
what the children, women, and men of New 
York have to submit to, gnd every month 
these conditions are growing worse. There 
is no other city in the world where such 
congestion exists or would be tolerated, 
and the people of the city are properly de- 
manding of their officials that permanent 
relief be devised and put in operation. 

At the same time Mr. Carlisle is not 
prepared to say that the public is justi- 
fied in putting the blame for the delay on 
the Public Service Commission. He enu- 
merates the various proposals put for- 
ward, and declares that many persons, 
who have given the question full consid- 
eration, believe that public officials 
should begin construction and not wait 
until the entire question of operation has 
been settled-as well. Mr. Carlisle sym- 
pathizes with this view, saying: 


Undoubtedly the question as to the route 
is a very important one in connection with 
an operating company, but my own opinion 
is that the public officials, in order to give 
to the people of New York a comprehen-. 
sive and adequate subway system, should 
themselves determine where such a system 
should be built and should require the 
operating company to comply with the 
routes laid out by them, and not permit the 
operating company to fix the routes them- 
selves. Similar delays will always result 
in connection with subway construction 
unless the public officials take the bull by 
the horns, lay out the routes which they 
believe are best suited to the people of

In the 
case of Church of the Holy Trinity against 
United States, the court had under con- 
sideration the act of Congress known as 
the Alien Immigration act, passed Feb. 
26, 1885. 

“The Church of the Holy Trinity in 
New York had made a contract with the 
tev. E. Walpole Warren, an alien resid- 
ing in England, to remove to New 
and enter inty its service as its rector and 
pastor for a compensation to be paid to 
him; and because of that contract an ac- 
tion was brought against the church 
the United States to recover the penalty 
prescribed for a violation of this act.

VERA CRUZ, May 20—The Consular 
Corps, representing sixteen countries and 
headed by United States Consul William 
Canada, Dean of the corps, paid their 
respects to Gen. Diaz this morning. The 
ex-President greeted all most cordially 
and had a pleasant word for each. 

Gen. Diaz, accompanied by Sefiora Diaz, 
Porfirio Diaz, Jr., and’ his wife, five 
grandchildren, and other members of the 
family, will go aboard the steamer Ypir- 
anga to-morrow afternoon.

VETERANS OUT IN FORCE 





Thinning Ranks March and Salute, 
Undaunted by the Passing of 


Half a Century. 





Under a sky that could not have 
breathed a more kindly benediction, the 
memories of the Civil War passed up 
Riverside Drive yesterday morning in a 
great Memorial Day parade past the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Monument. There 
Maj. Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, himself a 
memory of that war, a sturdy one still, 
reviewed them with a proud eye that 
had surveyed Gettysburg and many 
another field, yet had never seen a finer 
sight than this of the thinned ranks of 
his old comrades, still warring bravely 
with time. 

Carrying their battered and torn bat- 
tleflags, they came slowly into view from 
under the trees around a bend in the 
road, saluted with slow doffing of caps 
and trembling hands as they approached 
the reviewing stand, and faded away 
again under the trees. Each year they 
come from under the trees and fade away 
around the bend tn the road, each year 
their ranks a little thinner. 

Despite the fine weather there were 
considerably less than 1,000 veterans in 
the line of march that formed at Sev- 
enty-second Street and marched to Nine- 
ty-first Street; but their sons and grand- 
sons—yes, and their great-grandsons and 
great-granddaughters, too, in 150 mili- 
tary, semi-military and civic organiza- 
tions—swelled the total number of 
marchers to more than 20,000. It took 
more than an hour and a half for the 
column to file past the reviewing stand. 

Some of the old comrades marched with 
arms interlocked and hands on each 
cther’s shoulders. One had a bit of 
Antietam in his left hip; another limped 
with half an ounce of Missionary Ridge 
in his right heel. One white-headed hero 
paraded ali the way on a pair of crutches, 
swinging along vigorously and keeping 
step with the best. Every one of them 
as “théy neared the reviewing stand 
obeyed promptly and faithfully the 
sharp command, ‘“‘Eyes left!’> But in 
two or three cases the eyes that turned 


so promptly left were blind, and nearly 
all_.of them were dim. 


200,000 to Cheer Them, 
Though the hearts of the 200,000 men, 
women and children who crowded at both 
sides. of the drive were plainly with the 
few ‘survivors of war days, their pride 
and applause were awakened no less by 
the stalwart National Guardsmen and

The monument was draped with four 
great flags and surrounded with floral 
wreathes placed there by the Grand Army 
posts. 

At 9 o'clock there floated westward in 
Eighty-ninth Street the first strains of 
martial music Presently they hove in 
sight a brilliant red-coated band in white 
helmets, with flashing silver and brass in- 
struments; Behind this marched the Vet- 
eran Corps of Artillery, in black coats, 
with white shoulder straps and white 
trousers, and black hussar caps topped 
with towering red aigrettes. The corps, 
which served as a special guard of honor 


and descendants of veter- 
Revolutionary War and the 
War of 1812. It was organized in 1790 
and has been in service ever since. It still 
wears its ancient uniform, although the 
last Revolutionary soldier died at the age 
of 199 in 1864, and the last veteran of 
1812 at the age of 195 vears four years 
azo.

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Under the 
shaded arches of the Arlington National 
Cemetery President Taft spoke to-day, not 
so much as the friend of peace but the 
enemy of war. Fully 19,000 people crowd- 
ed about the speakers’ stand.

‘T 
intend to pay it the ocoompliment of giving 
it my full consideration before I make 
any detailed comment concerning it.” 

The Foreign Secretary added that he 
aid not know what Mr. Hunt’s expecta- 
tions were, but the time to decide whether 
these had been disappointed would be 
when the treaty was conoluded. The 
Graft of the treaty \ of a tentative 
character and would form the eubject of 
discussions on the part of the two govern- 
ments. After consideration the British 
government would make Its suggestions 
to the United States Government, which 
was the author of the treaty. Sir Edward 
declined to debate the matter until the 


discussions between the two governments 
been concluded. 


BERLIN,#+ May 80.—The Norddeutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung leads off its issue of 
to-day an announcement of the 
steps that Germany has taken toward ar- 
bitration. 

“After the United States indicated to 
Germany her readiness to negotiate a 
broader arbitration treaty with the other 
powers as well as Engiand,’’ the paper 
says, “Germany expressed a wish to s3e6 
the draft of the arbitration proposal and 
also indicated her readiness to take up 
the study of the proposition. The draft 
of the treaty will arrive here within a 
short time.’’ 

To this statement can be added the 
semi-official expression of opinion that 
Germany, like Great Britain and France, 
is most sympathetic toward President 
Taft's arbitration proposal. Leading 
newspapers like the Frankfort Zeitung 
welcome the news of the suggested arbi- 
tration treaty, though they find that the 

roject is open to improvement on some 
mportant points. 

WASHINGTON, May  80,-—-Germany’s 
expressed willingness to enter into nego- 
tiations for a general arbitration treaty 
will probably result in a considerable 
extension of the time necessary to con- 
surmmate the fabric of treaties. 

It is assumed that each of the four 
powers engaged in the task of treaty 
making will insist upon knowing just 
what the others are doing at every step, 
in order to make sure that no one power 
Obtains any undue advantage, and this 
will immensely complicate the work of 
securing final agreements. This may 
make it impossible to get the treaties be- 
fore the Senate at the present session. 
Other powers are expected to follow 
Germany's example.

“One of the reasons I think New York 
is wicked is that I see what a hold the 
liquor interests have on this city The 
saloons do just as they please.

ALL SAINTS’ CORNERSTONE. 


Auxillary Bishop at Ceremony for New 
Brooklyn Church. 


The cornerstone of the new Queen of All 
Saints’ Roman Catholic Church, at Lafay- 
ette and Vanderbilt Avenues, was laid 
yesterday by the Right Rev. George W. 
Mundelein, auxiliary Bishop of Brooklyn. 
The edifice will take the place of St. 
John’s Chapel, which adjoins Bishop Mc- 
Donnell’s residence in Greene Avenue.

Plans for the new church include the 
construction of a school modeled some- 
what after the Sans Chappelle in Paris,

$400,000.

Mayor Sent Untermyer’s Letter to 
Senator Roosevelt—Next Day, Story 


Goes, Deadiock Was Broken. 





Certain Wall Street interests, includ- 
ing members of the Steel Corporation, 
were actively behind the insurgents who 
opposed the election of William F. Shee- 
han for United States Senator, and the 
long legislative deadlock which resulted 
in the election of James A. O’Gorman 
was finally broken through the efforts of 
Samuel Untermyer, the lawyer, and 
Mayor Gaynor, according to a story that 
excited local politicians yesterday. This 
history of Wall Street activity in politics 
was set forth in a letter which Mr. Un- 
termyer wrote to Mayor Gaynor the clos- 
ing days of the deadlock. The Mayor 
passed the letter on to Senator Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, leader of the insurgent 
forces, and then threatened to make it 
public if the deadlock was not ended. 

A Times reported verified yesterday the 
fact that such a letter is in existence. So 
far as can be learned, it is in the posses- 
cion of Mayor Gaynor. Mr, Untermyer 
wrote it to the Mayor, who sent it to 
Senator Roosevelt, and the latter re- 
turned it to Mr. Gaynor. An effort will 
be made to-day to have him give it out. 

Senator Roosevelt, in a telegram to THE 
Times last night, said he had not re- 
ceived the letter until April 1, which was 
after the election of Mr. O’Gorman. 

In the letter Mr. Untermyer names 
Francis Lynde Stetson, counse! to J. 
P. Morgen and to the United States 
Steel Corporation; Herbert Satterlee, Mr. 
Morgan’s son-in-law; Charles A. Peabody, 
president of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, and George F.. Baker of the 
First National Bank, as the men who 
backed the insurgents in their fight. Mr. 
Untermyer is said to have boasted re- 
cently that if this letter had been pub- 
lished at the time it was written. it would 
have turned popular sentiment in favor of 
Mr. Sheehan and resulted in his election. 
When the Mayor was asked about the let- 
ter. he said: 

‘T have nothing to say one way or 
the other.’’ 

Mr. Untermyer said that he did not care 
to discuss the matter for publication. 
Senator Roosevelt is said to have de- 
clared that he returned the letter to 
Mayor Gaynor. The history of the Sena- 
torial fight as described in the letter is 
this: : 

Mr. Untermyer’s name was suggested as 
& compromise candidate at the famous 
‘breakfast conference,”’ held at the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion in Albany during the 
darkest hours of the deadiock. Gov. Dix, 
Charies F. Murphy, who arrived in Al- 
bany a few hours after the conference, 
and Senator Roosevelt accepted Mr. Un-

TERMINAL CO. MUST PAY. 


Such Concerns Are Carriers and Sub- 
ject to Employers’ Liability. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 30.—The Washing- 
ton Terminal Company, controlling term- 
inal facilities for all railroads entering 
Washington at Union Station, is a com- 
mon carrier under the Employers’ Liabil- 
ity act, according to a decision of the 
District Court of Appeals, which declares 
that the provisions of this law as to lia- 
bility for injury to employés can not be 
evaded. The decision is expected to 
apply to all subsidiary corporations nom- 
inally in control of sidings or other term- 
inal facilties. 

The Court’s opinion, which is by Justice 
Van Orsdell, says the terminal company 
is clearly a common ecarrier, despite the 
fact that it does not engage in carry- 
ing passengers on its own cars. The 
Court reverses the action of the Distric 
Supreme Court directing a verdict in 








suit of Edward McNamara, a fireman 
injured in a collision in the terminal 
yards in 1908. McNamara obtains a new 
trial. He jointly sued the Washington 
Terminal Company and the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Company. 

‘To make it a common carrier [ft Is 
not necessary that it should Own a car 
or carry a passenger,”’ said the Appellate 
Court. ‘It is part of a system used for 
commerce. The terminal company’s rail- 
road and station is for a part of the 
system over and through which all come 
merce must pass.”

Entomologist Telis of Changes After 
It Comes from the Ground. 


ALBANY, May 30.—State Entomologist 
Feit, announces that the 17-year locust 
has appeared in the vicinity of Albany, 
as well as Poughkeepsie and Annandale. 
It is probable, he says, that the forerun- 
ners of this large brood, are now com- 
ing up here and there throughout the 
upper part of the Hudson valley. 

‘The present is an excellent oppor- 
tunity,’’ says Mr. Felt, ‘‘for witnessing 
the wonderful transformation accom- 
panied by striking colorational changes 
from the grub-like, underground worker, 
to the perfect insect, with its contrasting 
colors of red and black. 

“The pupae may be expected to appear 
above ground with the setting of the 
sun, and continue to emerge in large num- 
bers till about 9 P. M. They climb up 
the trunks of trees and the stems of 
bushes, establish themselves, and in about 
an hour the skin splits down the middie 
and the cicada begins to appear, the 
head and the thorax being thrust out of 
the shell, followed by the appendages, and 
later the withdrawal of the abdomen. 

The cicada is at first mostly creamy 
white, with the exception of the reddish 
eyes and the black patches on the pro- 
thorax. The limp wings gradualtyY ex- 
pand, and the veins slowly change from 
a creamy white to a deep red. This re- 
markable transformation may occupy 
twenty minutes to an hour, or more.”’

They denounce, con- 
demn, and forbid those devices of ‘‘ high 
financé”’ which, wiaking enormous 
stock and bond irsues an ihcident of 
combinations in réstraint of tradé, the 
securities, of course, finding their way 
into the hands of ifvéstors for cash, 
have enabled the trust magnates to pile 
up fortunes of tens or hundreds of mill- 
ions in a few years. The people have 
been éfidlessiy preached t6 about 
swollen wealth. They feel that thése 
fortunes are not honestly or honorably 
come by. They feel that in somé Way 
their pockets have been emptied to fill 
the coffers of the multimillionairés. 
That is not, in all cases, thé, but they 
bélieve it to be true. The vast dispar- 
ity of conditions that has thus come 
about frets them. It supplies the text 
and thé opportunity for the agitators 
who thrive bystirring up discontent. The 
endowment of universities or millions 
spent in establishing laboratories for 
scliéntific research give the people, it 
may be, a kinder feeling toward the 
multimillionaires who thus spend their 
accumulations in good works, but for 
the typical selfish multimillionaire 
whose only pleasure is in accumula- 
tion and who makes no return to the 
public from his stores of wealth they 
have no kind feeling at all. For all 
these reasons the Sherman act, designed 
to put a stop to the gaining of im- 
mense fortunes in other ways than 
those of fair and honorable business, 
has, as it is now initerpreted and as it 
will henceforth be applied, the sanction 
and the approval of substantially all 
the people of the United States. Under 
the test of experience the ends it ac- 
complishes will be found to be good 
enafs. There can bé no doubt about 
that. 

But where will the prosecutions and 
the dissolutions stop? Men say that 
while the Standard Oil opinion of Chief 
Justice WHITE was reassuring and gave 
much comfort to the distressed, the 
Tobacco decision will “disturb busi- 
ness,’ by the fear ft arouses that, if 
‘innumerable new bills are drawn by 
the Government, and if new decrees 
continue to issue, there will be such a 
general dislocation of great business 
interests that years must elapse before 
all the new adjustments can be made 
and confidence restored. We are not 
of that opinion, our forecast is not s6 
gloomy. Two points determine the 
position of a straight line. The two 
points now fixed by the Standard Oil 
decision and the American Tobacco de- 
cision may be considered the forward 
sight and the rear sight of that for- 
midable firearm the Sherman act of 
1890. Any business man of good eye- 
sight can discover whether the arm is 
aimed at him. If it is, he had better 
get out of range. There can be no hesi- 
tation, no dispute, as to the wisdom of 
obeying this law. 
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Human reason and human considerae- 
tion were never more conspicuously dis- 
played in a large matter than by the 
Supreme Court fn the decrees it has 
issued in these two cases. Dissolution 
is not ordered to be accomplished in a 
harsh and brutal manner. Time ig al- 
lowed, and the court points out the 
controlling condition by which the 
virtue and the success of a reorganiz- 
ing method may be tested. Notably 
in the Tobacco case does the court 
show this consideration, this desite to 
avoid procedures which “ might inflict 
injury upon the public.” It instructs 
the court below that it shall hear the 
offenders, as it is reasonable that they 
should be heard, in respect to the plan 
of reorganization, and the object 
sought is clearly pointed out. It is to 
determine “‘ upon some plan or method 
of dissolving the combination and of 
recreating out of the elements now 
composing it a new condition, which 
shall be honestly in harmony with and 
not repugnant to the law.” Justice 
HARLAN, who cannot reconcile himself 
to the court’s reasonable interpretation 
of the law, which is unmistakably the 
way in which Congress intended that it 
should be interpreted, would not so 
temper justice with mercy, not to the 
Tobacco Company, but to the public. 
Apparently, he would shatter the great 
corporation at once, and trade, busi- 
ness, and the public interest might 
look out for themselves. Fortunately, 
eight members of the court against his 
sole dissenting voice accept the light of 
reason as their guide. Under the terms 
of the mandate the court below must 
diligently seek out a plan not merely 
for dissolving the combination but for 
recreating a new condition which will 
permit the tobacco business to be car- 
ried on in conformity with the law. 
Any trust-hater who would ask more 
than that would set himself down as 
a being so unreasonable that his opin- 
ions should have no weight. 


There are some 1,200 “holding com- 
panies” or combinations in the coun- 
try, and the capital they represent ex- 
ceeds $10,000,000,000. Some of them, 
no doubt, have been formed and are 
carrying un business in violation of the 
statute. For their guidance in bringing 
themselves within the terms of the law 
the plan to be worked out by the Cir- 
cuit Court will be valuable, it ought to 
be sufficient. Now that the court has 
made the plain distinction between re- 
straint of competition and restraint of 
trade, the former being innocent and 
permissible unless it result in restraint 
of trade, which can never be innocent. 
or permissible, we presume the distin: |

The work cannot bégin too soon: Hven 
in advancé of the determination of thé 
Circuit Court, thethods that are mani- 
festly unlawful can bé abandoned. The 
language of the two-.opinions ought to 
enable any inteligént lawyéf or cor- 
portation manager to determiné for him- 
self what in his own casé are unlawful 
practices: When conditions that con- 
fortn to thé law have been universally 
established, disturbing anxieties will 
disappear, 

The short way, the true way, is for 
the business men of thé country to put 
Mr. WickBPRsHA™M out of business. We 
do not méan by that that they must 
put an end to his highly valuable ac- 
tivities. We mean that they should 
take such action that, in future, he will 
have no more need to concern himself 
about the great business affairs of the 
country than he will have to concern 
himself about the production of opera, 
the teaching of algebra, or domestic 
cooking. When business obeys the law 
Mr. WickprsHam will let business 
alone. Of course it {s disturbing when 
the Government must be continually 
meddling with business, but if business 
obeys the law the Government will keep 
ite hands off. If the gentlemen of the 
trusts persist in disobeying the law, 
they must reckon with the Government 
and with Mr. WIcKERSHAM. 
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TAP TEN MILE RIVER. 

The idea of Commissioner THOMPSON 
is that the short supply of Croton wa- 
ter will be adequate if the people will 
use it sparingly. What is his knowl- 
edge of the general idea of using water 
sparingly? The Ganger of a water 
famine has been impressed on the com- 
munity. Is it true that many dwellers 
in flats and tenements fill their bath- 
tubs, washbow!ls, and stationary wash- 
tubs to the brim every night fearing 
there may be no water the next day, 
and then in the morning, finding that 
the water still runs, let all their stored 
supply run to waste? We have infor- 
mation to that effect. 

Chairman Ntcott of the Ashokan 
Dam Commission considers the situa- 
tion very grave, and fears that unless 
there are heavy rains before Sept. 1 
there will be no water for Manhattan 
and the Bronx. He urges a series of 
free lectures, illustrated with stereop- 
ticon views, to educate the people to 
the necessity of saving water. A bet- 
ter plan would be to tap Ten Mile 
River for a temporary supply of water 
immediately. The Governor, the Leg- 
islature, if necessary, should be called 
upon to help the city in this emergency.

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THE ALBANY POST ROAD. 

Assembly bill No. 22 is what is pop- 
ularly known as a “grab.” It is enti- 
tled “An act to amend the Highway 
law in relation to the laying of rail- 
road tracks upon the Albany Post 
Road within the County of Westches- 
ter.” It has passed the Assembly and 
is now in the keeping of the Committee 
on Internal Affairs of the State Senate. 
We trust that this committee will keep 
the bill until adjournment. 

Somebody tried to get this bill 
through the Legislature last year and 
failed. The historic Albany Post Road 
is much traveled; it is the main high- 
way for automobiles and carriages 
from this city westward by way of Al- 
bany. It is virtually a parkway for 
many miles of its extent. The placing 
of trolley tracks upon this thorough- 
fare is not only needless and uncalled 
for, it would result in imperiling the 
lives of passengers in cars and of the 
occupants of motor vehicles. The road 
is dedicated to vehicular traffic. The 
“grab” bill would repeal the law that 
forbids its use for other purposes. 

If the County of Westchester needs 
trolley accommodations through the 
territory traversed by the Albany Post 
Road the railroad company is at Iib- 
erty to buy a right of way through pri- 
vate property, as is the legal custom, 
adapted to the needs of public utilities 
everywhere in this country. The high- 
way to Albany belongs to the public; it 
is used by the public more than any 
other highway; it should not be subject 
to encroachment. 














THE VICTORIA MEMORIAL. 

It seems that London has another 
disappointing public monument. The 
well-intentioned « Albert Memortal, 
which, seen from a distance, always 
reminds Americans of a huge soda 
water fountain; the Achilles-Welling- 
ton in Hyde Park, the Leicester Square 
Shakespeare, and the various statues 
on the Victoria Embankment are bad 
enough afflictions as examples of na- 
tional art in the foremost city of the 
world. Of coursé New York can 
metch them all, and so, for that mat- 
ter, can Washington. But London had 
hopes of the Victoria Memorial, The 
plaza in front of Buckingham Palace 
was always a barren ioocking spot. 
Something was needed there and the 
Victoria Memorial was a long time 
building. Unveiled now, it seems an 
“inharmonious mass.” Many of the 
detalis are admirable, of course, as in 
the Albert Memoria!, but the genera! 
effect is as uninspiring in the one case 
as in the other. 

It might be as well for all Anglo- 
Saxon communities to give up the 
idea of trying to perpetuate fame with 
public statues. It seems that in nine 
cases out of ten they are deplorable 
failures. The Cromwell at St, Ste- 
phen’s the Charles I. in Trafalgar 
Square, and a few other London statues 
serve to impress ‘upon the public mind 
ideas of form and strength in repose, 
but ‘moat of them. if they oxert push 





influence at all on the artistic taste 
of the multitude, serve to mislead. 
We may say the same thing of ‘such 
public monuments in New York’ as 
the Verdi in Sherman Square. The Vic- 
toria Memorial, however, has cost, the 
nation a vast sum of money, and, with 


commendable British patience and for- 


titude, the nation will make the best 
of it. 
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RECONSTRUCTION IN MEXICO. 

The men who have undertaken to re- 
organize the system of government in 
México, to revive the Constitution— 
mén Who represent the convictions of 
90 per cent. of their -fellow-citizens 
undér that -Constitution—will need 
time, and it is not well to subject them 
to hostile criticism at the outset, Dis- 
content which has been growing in 
Mexico for ten years or more, the years 
of the old age of Draz and the strength- 
ening of the group of crafty politi- 
clans who surrounded him, expressed 
itself in a widespread revolution which 
overturned the Government. Anarchy 
has not followed, as many persons 
thought {t would follow, the disruption 
of the Diaz Government. 

On the contrary, Mr. pe LA BARRA, 
now the provisional executive, has ex- 
hibited admirable firmness and direct- 
ness in his management of public af- 
fairs. There will be many rumors of 
conspiracy, of the imminence of coun- 
ter revolutions, of the dissatisfaction 
of various leaders of the insurrection, 
of efforts on the part of deposed pub- 
lic officers to regain power. They 
should not affect the world's judgment 
of the wisdom and strength of the 
provisional Government so long as Mr. 
DE LA BARRA and his advisers, with 
the help of Mr. Mapero, continue the 
work of reconstruction and pacifica- 
tion successfully. 

It is promised that in less than a month 
the lines of the National railways will 
all be in working order. Business should 
soon be restored to formal conditions. 
The difficulties to be encountered in the 
institution of practically new electoral 
methods are obvious, and there is likely 





to be some turmoll at the time of the 
general elections in the Autumn. But 
the outlook for Mexico is bright and 
there is no excuse for exaggerating the 
problems which confront the de la 
Barra Ministry. Of course there are 
many Mexicans who want more in the 
way of political honor than they are 
likely but a serious effort is 
making to secure majority rule, and 
thus far the retiring public officers, 
as well as MADEeRO, Orozco and pE LA 
BARRA, have set a good example for 
sincere patriots to follow.

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TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 
Among the bills now 
before the Legislature 
and deserving of more 
attention and consider. 
ation than they have 
yet received from the public, is one so 
amending our city charter as to provide 
the means and machinery for ‘enabling 
widowed or deserted mothers to keep 
their children together and give them 
personal care instead of sending them to 
asylums of one kind or another. 

The bill creates a Board of Trustees of 
Home Assistance, the members to be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor from lists of nom- 
inees supplied to him by the Six best- 
known charitable organizations, and the 
Trustees are expected ‘to determine in 
what cases and to what extent public 
funds shall be used in freeing these moth- 
ers from the necessity to do outside work 
so prolonged and so severe that they have 
neither the time nor the energy properly 
to guard and control their offspring, 

Underlying the bill, of course, are the 
assumptions that motherhood is a service 
to the State, worthy of recognition as 
such and of money recompense when nec- 
essary; that as @ mere matter of economy 
the State can better afford to give its 
future citizens @ mother’s care and the 
influences of family life than to let them 
run wild in the streets while she earns 
@ scanty wage to support them and her- 
self; and that it is no less expedient than 
desirable to subject the least possible 
number of children to the sort of train- 
ing and education given in “ institutions,’’ 
where all individuality and initiative are 
inevitably crushed out of them. 

The accuracy of these assumptions is 
generally admitted by people who have 
given them any thought, but to act on 
them is another matter on account of the 
practical difficulties that lie in the way 
of changing old habits for new. In this 
country, curiously enough, we have shown 
a greater fear of trying social experl- 
ments than do the inhabitants of many 
older nations, and the first thought that 
arises here in regard to this Board of 
Home Assistance is how to prevent abus- 
ive resort to the proposed Aid, That ap- 
prehension, however, ignores the fact 
that under the present system, too, there 
are many and very dreadful abuses, and 
that between the possibility of small evtiis 
and the certainty of large ones a choice 
need not be long delayed. For a time the 
expense involved in the new plan will be 
added to those already imposed upon tax- 
payers, but if the plan works—and it has 
worked more or less well in several coun- 
tries already~it will be a diversion of 
funds rather than an increase of ex- 
penditure, and success would mean de- 
crease of cost.

Sulphured Holes in Citrue Trees. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As anything of value in the care and preser- 
vation of trees ia of interest to me, my eye 
was quickly caught by ‘“‘“L. W. 8.’s"* advice 
to use sulphur in an auger hole. I hardly 
think it would destrey worms and bugs, but 
Dr. Robert T. Morris ts decidedly wrong in 
stating that the sap would fot take up the 
medicament, and that fungus parasites would 
enter the holes. Sulphur is extensively used 
by citrus growers for the cure of foot rot, 
(mal-de-goma,) & parasitic disease. No para- 
site will enter the auger hole while sulphur is 
there. Regarding the assimilation by the sap 
of a medicament placed in a hole, Dr. Morris 
errs again. A very common citrus disease is 
dieback. The simplest way (the best here) is 
to raise the bark near the base of the tree 
and insert a small piece of bluestone, (sulphate 
of copper.) This will corect the poison in the 
sap, and the tree will put on & new growth. 
A slower way is to pulverize the bluestone 
(one-quarter pound to a pound) and scatter 
around the tree. The moisture will carry it te 
the roots, and the tree will not be scarred as 
by the first method.

This is a delusion and snare, for if the 
city spends its present available money 
for subwaye in the congested part, when 
will it haW& the money to build all of 
these extension lines, or any of them? 
Real relief to the people does not come 
by carrying them more conveniently or 
quickly from one congested district to an- 
other, but by carrying them from the 
centre of the city to the various outly- 
ine districts where the beautiful homes 
can be had at small prices, and where 
hi family can live healthy and happy, 
ani yet to be privileged to meet them at 
ni ht without numerous changing of cars 
ani long time spent in the journey.

greatest inducement. It has always been 
th city of homes.

The fifth annual Work Horse Parade, 
given under the auspices of the New 
York Women’s League for Animals, was 
held yesterday under more satisfactory 
conditions than ever before, with more 
horses, better horses, more prizes, per- 
fect weather, and a shorter time for the 
parade.

WOMAN DEAD IN THE YARD. 


Couldn't Have Fallen from Above and 
Surgeon Believes She Was Struck 
Down. 


The police of the East 104th Street Sta- 
tion are trying to detérmine how Miss 
Kate Nagle, who lived on the second floor 
of the tenement at 179 East 118th Street, 
met death in the rear yard of the tene- 
ment at 10:30 o’clock last night. The 
woman was alive when Frederick Wahl- 
heim, the janitor, found her in the yard, 
but she was dead when Dr. Donnelly, 
whom Wahlheitm summoned, arrived from 
the Harlem Hospital. 

Wahlheim was closing the house for the 
night when he found the woman lying 
just outside the cellar stairs in her night 
clothes. He and Policeman Guick, whom 
he called, thought at first that she had 
fallen from the window of her flat. Guick 
climbed the dumbwaiter shaft and got 
into the flat, only to find that the rear 
windows were closed and locked. ; 

Miss Nagle was known to have suf- 
fered with asthma, and tenants suggested 
that she had gone to the yard for air. 
The door of her flat was locked, how- 
ever, and she did not have a key with her. 

Dr. Donnelly could find only a bruise 
on her forehead over her right eye and 
Said that she apparently had died of a 
fractured skull. Had she fallen from 
the roof, whither she might have gone 
for air, she would have been crushed. 
The surgeon told the police that he be- 
lieved the woman had been struck on 
the head and killed. He did not believe 
her death was accidental, he said. 

Miss Nagle was about 53 years old 
and was understood by fellow tenants to 
be worth $40,000 or $50,000 left to her 
by her parents.

Ways Suggested of Overcoming Ob- 
stacles-—-Rights of Property Versus 
the Rights of the Public.

Charles Whiting Baker, editor of the 
Engineering News, in an editorial to be 
published to-morrow, declares that New 
York City could have saved from $50,- 
000,000 to $100,000,000 in the cost of the 
Catskill Aqueduct if it had utilizeq the 
waters of the Ten Mile and Housatonic 
Rivers for its new water supply. He says it 
would have obtained a supply of equal 
quantity, pressure, and purity in half the 
time. In other words, if the work had 
— started when the Catskill system 
was begun, four years ago, we would 
have the water now and and there would 
be no talk of a famine in Manhattan and 
the Bronx 

It was Mr. Baker who started the recent 
agitation for using the Ten Mile River 
for an emergency supply to tide over the 
present shortage. He obtained estimates 
to show that contractors of the highest 
responsibility stood ready to install the 
necessary pumping plant and lay the 
pipes in ninety Jays. The opponents of 
the plan then brought forward tho argu- 
ment that insuperable legal obstacles 
would prevent its consummation. The 
Engineering News, in its forthcoming 
issue, will take up this phase of the sub- 
ject. It will contain a legal opinion pre- 
pared by Carmen F. Randolph at the 
request of the Merchants’ Assogi 
when that organization was cggSidering 
the Ten Mile River project. 

Mr. Randolph notes that some advance 
in the definition of principle has been 
made since the opinion was written, but 
that a comprehensive definition is still 
lacking and the practical questions are 
for the most part hardly touched. 

After a thorouch going review of the 
subject in its various legal phases, Mr. 
Randolph finds it possible for one State 
to take advantage inter-State streams 
by agreement, if Federal control in re- 
gard to ravigation is not involved, or 
by a suit insequity. He holds to 
theory that the State through which the 
water flows first has the right to di- 
vert a portion of it,

such portion in each 
case heing a matter for the courts to de- 
termine according to the particular facts. 
This theory he believes, arguing from va- 
rious precendents, the courts would up- 
hold. 

The Legal Phaze of It. 

“Taking for illustration,” SAYS, 
“the Ten Mile River, which rises in 
Connecticut, runs its principal course in 
New York, and returns to Conneticut, I 
am of the opinion that the State of New 
York can establish a right to a H 
substantial portion of this stream upon 
such equitable conditions as ths Su- 
preme Court shall determine. Asfuming 
that the Supreme Court would frame its 
cecree upon a comprehensive view of the 
relative needs of the States in contro- 
versy, it is not impossible that New 
York could substantiate an equitable 
claim to practically the entire flow.

No Dispute Among Engineers, 


‘‘ Engineers were agreed that the Hous- 
atonic River was by far the most econom- 
ical and most readily available supply 
for New York City, but the proposal to 
secure it was condemned by the lawyers 
emploved by the Merchants’ Association 
on the ground that there was no possible 
legal procedure by which the rights of 
riparian owners on the Housatonic River 
in Connecticut could be subjected to the 
law of eminent domain in order to enable 
New York to divert any substantial part 
of the waterg of that stream. In view ol 
this opinion, no further attention has 
since been paid to either the Housaton'c 
or Ten Mile River. The Burr-Hering- 
Freeman commission, which investigated 
the whole matter of additional water sup- 
ply in 1903, confined its work to_ the 
streams flowing into the Hudson River 
and located in New York territory. 

‘While New York City suffered an ac- 
tual loss of from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000 
or more through its inability, because of 
the impotency of the law, to go across a 
State boundary for an additional supply 
of water, it should be noticed that no cor- 
responding benefit was reaped by the 
State of Connecticut or its inhabitants. 
The Housatonic River flows onward to 
the sea to-day as it has for centuries 
past, unused save for such trifling uses 
as may be made by the farmers living 
along its banks and the development of 
water power at three or four sites where 
a fall occurs in the stream. But any and 
all of these uses are insignificant in pub- 
lic benefit and value compared with the 
utilization of the river to furnish a pota- 
ble water supply for a great city. That 
city could have well afforded to pay 
ample damages to every resident of Con- 
necticut having a riparian right in any 
wav affected by the city’s diversion of 
the water, and would gladly have done so 
had any legal! method been open by which 
the compensation could have been made, 


Rights of the State, 

“The question of inter-State rights in 
flowing water is Important in many other 
places than New York. Already a con- 
siderable number of these cases have been 
before the courts and have been carried 


to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. To-day there are cases not a few 
where engineering enterprise is greatly 
impeded and hampered because of con- 
flicting jurisdiction over water due to in- 
ternational or inter-State boundaries, 

‘*Tt is becoming more ahd more nece- 
essary that the law should recognize the 
principle that the higher use of water 
should take precedence over the lower; 
that the use of water for power, for ex- 
ample, should take precedence over its 
use for navigation; that the use for irri- 
gation should take precedence over its 
use for power, and its use for municipal 
supply should take precedence over all 
other uses. 

‘These principles must be embodied in 
the statute law; and in the organic law 
if nenenmar: or more lasting and serious 
injury to the public welfare will be dons 
than has already occurred. Further 
than this, the principle that a higher use 
of water takes precedence over a lower 
must he made to extend across State 
boundaries. It is unthinkable that cities 
and towns shall be compelled to suffer for 
lack of water-supply or to be put to 
enormous and needless expense in obtain- 
ing it simply that a river may continue 
to run through green meadows and fertile 
pastures to be een to no higher use 
than hyp adsn J cattle, 

“It is unthinkable that private property 
rights should continue to stand in the 
‘way of public, welfare. The lawyers have 
so magnified the rights of private prop- 
erty that instead of awarding the owner 
‘just. compensation’ when his property 
is taken for public

Minority Stockholders Assert That 
Their Rights Suffer by Low Rates. 


HARTFORD, Conn., May 30.—Water 
that has been supplied to a number of 
industries on the Connecticut River above 
this city is valued at a million dollars, 
according to the allegations in a suit 
entered by the Northern Connecticut Se- 
curities Comvany against the Connecticut 
River Company, the papers in which are 
returnable to the Superior Court in June. 

Yesterday the Supreme Court of Errors 
gave an opinion in favor of the Connecti- 


cut River Company, which controls water 
rights in the Windsor Locks Canal, in a 
suit brought by minority stockholders 
who have formed the Northern Connecti- 
cut Securities Company. 

The Securities Company in its suit 
against the Connecticut River Company 
alleged that the Directors for years have 
permitted the sale of water at wholly in- 


adequate prices in vidlation of their duty | 


to the company. 


URGES TECHNICAL JUDGES. 


Hand of Federal Court Would Take 
Points from Germany. - 


Judge Hand in a decision on two bills 
in equity brought by the Parke-Davis 
Company against the H. K. Mulford Com- 
pany asking for an injunction for al- 
leged infringement of two patents for 
an extract,from the suprarenal glands of 
living antmals, after discussing the issues 
involved, says: 

‘*T cannot stop without calling attention 
to the extraordinary condition of the 
aw, which makes it possible for a man 
without any knowledge of even the rudi- 
ments of chemistry to pass upon such 
questions ag these. The inordinate ex- 
pense of time is the least of the re- 
sulting evils, for a trained chemist is 
really capable of passing upon such 
fact, e. g., in this case the chemical 
character of von Furth’s so-called ‘ zinz 
compound,’ or the presence of inactive 
organic substances. 

‘In Germany, where the natural spirit 
eagerly seeks for all the assistance it 
can get from the whole range of human 
knowledge, they do quite differently. 
There the Court summons technical judges 
to whom technical questions are sub- 
mitted and who can intelligently pass 
upon the issues without blindly groping 
among testimony wholly out of their 
ken. How long we shall continue to 
blunder along without the aid of un- 
partisan and authoritative scientific as- 
sistance in the administration of justice 
no one knows, but all fair persons not 
conventionalized by provincial legal habits 
of mind ought, I should think, to unite 
to effect some such advances.” 

Despite this comment Judge Hand ap 
parently considered himself sufficient 
competent to act in the present litigation, 
for in concluding the decision he says:
